Today is the last day tor early 
registration for the 1989 spring 
semester at LSU5. 

Advisors began scheduling ap 
pointments for students Nov. 2, 
Student/ad visor assignments are 
posted outside the office of the 
sfudent'scollege. 

After a class schedule is ap 
proved and signed by an advisor, 
the student is ready to pre 
register. On the designated day, 
according to a student’s 
classification, the student must 
bring his approved schedule to 
admissions and records in the ad 
ministration building, room 168. 

The schedule is typed into a 
computer, and the student 
receives a printed schedule/fee 
bilk The last day to pay tees is 
Jan. 9, 1989. If tees are not receiv 
ed by this time, the student's 
schedule wilI be cancelled. 

Many students take advan 


tage of early registration, "l 
think pre registration is quicker 
than regular registration with 
less hassle/’ said Denise May, a 
junior public relations major. "I 
mean you get in, you get out." 

Scott Smith, a senior 
psychology major* said, "Early 
registration is a whole lot easier 
than regular registration. All 1 
have left to do is pay my money." 

According to Dr. Michael D. 
Srendler, associate professor of 
economics and finance, early 
registration is "what 1 was used 
to as an undergraduate. 

"Early registration enables us 
{the Faculty) to give some 
specific attention to matters that 
we weren’t able to under the old 
system without early registra¬ 
tion, It also gives the depart 
merits enough time to make 
schedule changes according to 
the number of students who 
enroll for a particular class, 
Brendler said.

Chancellor Grady Bogue 
returned to LSUS this week after 
visiting Jacksonville, Fla.* for a 
prospective fob offer. He remains 
one of six candidates for the posi¬ 
tion of president of the University 
of North Florida. 

Bogue said Wednesday that he 
is pleased to be considered for the 
position. "1 would not have 
entered the search or stayed in 
the search if l did not think l had 
something to offer the school," 

Bogue continued by saying 
that the decision to leave or stay 
is about family not money. 
Presently* he makes M7*0Q0 at 
LSUS. The Florida salary offers 
$ 91 , 000 . 

During a faculty senate 
meeting* some members ex^ 
pressed concern that Rogue’s ac 
ceptance to stay in the search 
could diminish his effectiveness 
as chancellor. This is the second 
tob search Bogue has entered 
since 1980. Bogue responded to 
the faculty charge by saying* 
"There's an obvious risk but it is 
not a risk that has me worried," 

Bogue did not want to 
speculate on his chances of 
receiving the job. He did* 
now ever, describe the trip as

pleasant and productive. "The 
people in Florida were very 
hospitable*" said Bogue. 

In a telephone interview 
Wednesday* Victor Long, editor 
of University of North Florida's 
newspaper The Spinnaker* said 
that his research indicated Bogue 
was in last place. Long described 
Bogue as impersonate and also 
expressed reservations about 
Bogue's fundamental religion. 

According to Long* Pat 
Cusick* a UNF supporter* said "I 
would feel uncomfortable having 
Bogue." In fact* Long cited only 
one positive recommendation for 
Bogue.

Soviet Union today 

Don’t be snowed

"Peacethrough strength" are the words George Bush 
told the citizens of the United States he would use in 
dealing with Russia. He seems anxious to follow in his 
mentor's footsteps. But, what do Americans really 
understand about the Soviet Union and Gorbachev? 

Glasnost means to the Soviet Empire that it is self- 
destructing. To implement this policy, means that there 
will be an independent Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, and 
Ukraine. Clearly, these once-independent states are 
feeling the impact of glasnost as is evident by the unrest 
in these small countries. It can't continue! 

Traditionally, Russia has operated on three 
premises: autocracy, orthodoxy, and mother Russia. 
Gorbachev is playing a political power game by con¬ 
solidating the president and general secretary positions 
unto himself. He is a relatively young leader and it is 
almost assured that he will lead the Soviets into the 21st 
century. And, as time will show he will increase his 
power much like his predecessors, Stalin, Krushchev, 
and Brezhnev. But, he will have to follow certain 
criteria to maintain his power and the main objective is 
not to break up the empire. The Soviets remember well 
the destruction they experienced during the two world 
wars. They will forever fight to keep their buffer states 
facing Western Europe. 

The Soviet leadership has historically turned to the 
West in efforts to acquire technology. Peter the Great 
toured Western Europe in the 18th century and brought 
back men and technology to further develop the Russian 
Empire. Gorbachev is continuing in the czar's vein, in¬ 
deed, the Soviets recently launched their version of the 
space shuttle. The shuttle looked almost identical to th*> 
U.S. model and the Soviets completed this accomplish¬ 
ment years ahead of American speculation. 

The INF treaty is more important to the USSR than it 
is to the U.S. First, the Soviets can take their missiles 
of Eastern Europe but they can easily reinstate them. 

What would their subservient border states do to stop 
them ? The US on the other hand would be hard pressed 
to re-arm autonomous countries like West Germany. Se¬ 
cond, the Soviets can certainly use the money they are 
going to save by curbing the arms race. The Soviet 
Union is spending quite a bit of their GNP on military 
equipment.

Kaiser rebuts editorial 


Dear Editor, 

In your last ediorial, you 
slated that “Kaiser isn't Ceasar 
at LSU5" and that, “When a per 
son is etecfed by a constituency to 
a position of power, he must 
always be aware of the limita 
lions of that power. He should 
never act in a reckless, un- 
thoughtful manner/" l 
wholeheartedly agree with you on 
these statements but, 1 must iust 
as emphatically disagree with 
you on many of the other 
statements you made in the rest 
of your editorial. 

You staled that I am “actively 
trying to usurp the power of the 
president and vice president." I 
assert that I am not. The presi¬ 
dent, as stated in Article 3 Section 
4 9 of the SGA Constitution, has 
the duty to “recommend a yearly 
budget to the Student Senate," 
President Humphries (sic} did 
just that in bringing the results of 
the budget meeting with Dr. 
Raines to the Senate tor a vote. 

On the other hand. Article 4 
Section 4 a of the SGA Con 
stitution states that a duty of the 
senate is to “review and take ac¬ 
tion upon the SGA budget and ap¬ 
propriation of SGA funds." It was 
under this duty of the senate that 
I first authored Senate Bill F-20 
Sfi that requested $3,850 for the 
"purchase and maintenance of a 
computer system for the SGA" 
before the budget meeting with 
Dr. Raines (which passed the 
senate unanimously); and 
subsequently co authored Senate 
Bill F 22 88 with Senator Randy 
Procell that amended the results 
of Dr. Raines' budget meeting. 


Thus, lowering the SGA funding 

request from $450 to $3,400. 

The SGA Constitution also 
states in Article 3 Section S-c that 
a duty of the vice president shall 
be "to preside over all student 
Senate meetings." Even as 
senate president pro temp, I can 
only speak when recognized by 
the vice president. Thus, I fail !o 
see how I possibly could be trying 
to usurp anyone's power. 

You went on to state that my 
bills are "silly" and "ill- 
planned" and that the problem 
lies in that I took it upon myself to 
"half assed" research the pro 
blem. Again, 1 must disagree 
with these assessments. In co 
authoring the budget amend 
ment, I included the amounts re 
quested by each organization; 
the amounts passed by the 
organization heads and their 
resulting effects; each organize 
tion's budget for 1967 85; each 
organization's beginning budget 
for 1988-89; the percentage cut 
from each organization's 
previous budget; and the 
resulting effects of the amended 
budget upon each organization's 
original budget requested and 
their total budget for 1988-89. 

1 also included justification for 
the SGA budget request by sub 
milting information gathered by 
a team of people, most notably 
from Bonnie Deason, chairman 
of the book exchange and com 
puter science major; and a 
memo from Albert Cooksey, Jr., 
director of computing services, 
lhat outlined equipment needed 
to meef our needs and prices for 
each part of that equipment, 

I must assert that in proposing 
both senate bills F-20 and F 22 88, 


I did so with the premise of gel 
ting the most return for the 
students on the funds that were to 
be allocated to the SGA, Sure, I 
could have easily requested 
money for SGA salary increases 
and traveling expenses to con 
ferences, but that would be 
throwing money down the tubes. I 
thought it would be better to get 
something that the SGA could use 
to benefit both themselves and 
the student body for many years 
to come, long after you and I have 
both graduated and become 
nothing but faint memories. 

As far as your comments 
about the ALMAGEST not own 
ing their own computer and not 
having Desk Top Publishing, i 
would suggest that if you feel that 
having your own computer and 
Desk Top Publishing would help 
you to put out a better 
newspaper, then, by all means 
put that cost into your next 
budget and request funds for the 
purchase of the aforementioned 
equipment* 

I must also disagree with your 
statements that I "railroaded" 
and attempted "to ramrod" the 
senate. There are 24 senators in 
the senate. Each one of them has 
the right to and had an opportune 
ty to amend our amendment. 
Some senators voiced seemingly 
"more cost-efficient and timely 
solutions to the problem," but 
none voiced them in an amend¬ 
ment. Additionally, each senaior 
has the right to and had the op¬ 
portunity to vote against our 
amendment. After reviewing the 
facts, the majority did not. Thus, 
it is absurd to think that any one 
senator could "railroad" or 
"ramrod" a proposal past a ma¬ 


jority of the senate. Each pro¬ 
posal is judged on its own merits 
and will pass or fail solely upon 
those merits and not upon the 
personality presenting It. 

Finally, i must disagree with 
your assertion that this amend 
ment was "foolish self serving 
politics," 1 will not directly 
receive any benefits from an SGA 
computer other than it will make 
my job as chairman of the elec 
tion board and internal Affairs 
Committee somewhat easier. The 
SGA executive secretary will 
constantly benefit from a word 
processor in preparing the SGA 
meeting minutes, constitution/ 
by-laws amendments, general 
correspondence, etc. Committee 
chairmen will be more easily 
able to gather statistics and thus 
prepare better statistical 
analyses; to more professionally 
publish The Government Voice, 
the official newsletter of the SGA, 
and numerous other SGA publica¬ 
tions, and hopefully implement 
computerized voting in SGA elec 
lions eliminating any doubts over 
the validity of vote tabulation. 
And, the book exchange will be 
able to better keep track of all 
transactions and keep a more ac 
curate account of the almost 
$11,000 of students' personal 
money that is anticipated to be 
handled by an ever-growing book 
excange. 

Yes, Mr,/Ms. Editor, Presi¬ 
dent Humphries (sic! has vetoed 
the amendment as is her right ac 
cording to Article 3 Section 4 6 of 
the SGA Constitution. Now, the 
senate must either work out a 
compromise with President 
Humphries (sic) or attempt to 
override her veto which is also 


their right under Article 4 Section 
5 - 3 - 3 , 

All in all, what has transpired 
in the last two weeks is a wonder¬ 
ful example of the cornerstone 
that our country and free world is 
based upon. That cornerstone is 
democracy. And, democracy is 
all about groups of people who 
disagree, debate, and then com 
promise; not about one man or 
woman trying to place 
themselves above the majority of 
the people.

Evaluations continue

This week means and groans 
filled LSU5 classrooms as 
students were asked to complete 
teacher evaluation sheets. 

The evaluation process 
started in 1974 at students' re- 
quests. 

Most students today seem to 
have very negative feelings about 
teacher evaluations. Melissa 
Wellborn, senior, education ma¬ 
jor, said, "I don't think it 
motivates the teachers to change 
one way or the other," 

Julie Festervan, another 
senior education major, said, "I 
don't know if anyone ever looks at 
them," Her statement echoed the 
sentiments of a majority of the 
students polled on tne subiect. 

Dr. Wilfred Guerin, vice 
chancellor of academic affairs, 
said in his experience as chair 
man of the English department, 
teachers do read the evaluations. 
"A number of teachers would 
share (the evaluations) with me* 

I always thought it was helpful 
and interesting when a colleague 
spoke with me about (them)," he 
said. 

Larry Rambin, HPE in¬ 
structor, said he always reads his 
written evaluations and had, on 
occasions, modified his teaching 
methods based upon the evalua 
tions. 

However, Rambin said he has 


never had any feedback from ad¬ 
ministration about the informa¬ 
tion on the computer sheets. 

According to Guerin, that is 
not unusual* He said if a teacher 
has negative evaluations one 
semester, it is thought to be of lit¬ 
tle consequence. However, if the 
evaluations continue to be 
negative, the teacher is called in 
to discuss the negative comments 
and is encouraged to change his 
ways or attitudes. 

Students question the validity 
of the evaluations. Wellborn said 
she didn't think she was always 
completely honest. "I'm always 
nice in the evaluation," she said* 

Another student, requesting 
anonymity, said* "I don't like 
them. I don't think l am as honest 


as 1 could be. If you said 
something negative, I think it 
would affect your grades." The 
student was worried that the 
teacher may recognise his hand 
writing and harbor a natural 
animosity toward him, which 
would affect his grade. 

That accusation, Guerin 
thinks, is "highly unlikely." 

"Chances are minimal that a 
teacher would recognize a sty 
dent's handwriting from one 
semester to another," he said. 

"On balance, l think the 
students give an honest evalua¬ 
tion. Sometimes, however, there 
is a personality clash and that is 
reflected in the evaluation/* 
Guerin said.

NCATE (National Council for 
Accreditation of Teacher Educa¬ 
tion) will evaluate the College of 
Education in the spring of 1990, 
according to Dean of the College 
of Education, Dr. Ronald Byrd* 

NCATE, which Is governed by 
the education profession, pro 
vides a mechanism for voluntary 
peer regulation of the profes¬

However, 
any changes would be effective in 
next fairs catalogue. Sharp said

because some are research 


oriented and some concentrate on 
practical applications. " 

The LSUS department is 
practically-oriented. Their goal 
is to turn out well-qualified 
students and Keep abreast of 
rapid industry change. 

Carol Hall, acting department 
chairman, said she would like to 
hire more faculty. Hall said 
"We're working to have the best 
undergraduate instruction that 
we can offer." Recent budget 
cuts hurt the department's ability 
to update equipment and hire ad 
ditionai faculty. 

Budget cuts aside, Sharp said 
everyone in the department is 
devoted to Keeping up with 
changing industry standards. 
Sharp is considering pursuing his 
Ph.D, Currently, Dr, Al McKtn 
ney, department chairman, is on 
sabbatical in Washington state. 
McKinney is researching 
changes and advancements in the 
computer industry.

One such program is offered in 
conjunction with Barksdale Air 
Force Base. On base, a master's 
degree In systems technology is 
available. 

According to Vincent Mar 
sal a, dean of continuing educa 
tion and public service, 
Barksdale had a master's degree 
program in systems technology, 


previously taught by the Univer 
sity of Southern California. That 
program was terminated 
because it was too expensive, 
saidMarsala. 

"The Air Force requested that 
(LSUS) bid for a new master's 
program and Lyle Cook (dean of 
the college of science) designed a 
program in computer technology 
to be taught at Barksdale," Mar

Currently, five 500 level com 
purer courses are being taught at 
Barksdale. These courses will be 
offered again in the spring 
semester. 


Of the 42 students enrolled, 22 
are Air Force personnel and 20 
are civilians. 

tn addition to the program at 
Barksdale, LSUS offers upper 
level math, education and com 
puter science courses at local 
high schools. However, these 
courses will be taught to area 
high school teachers only. 

The location of each course 
depends upon requests from the 
high schools.
